As he strolled down tbe street be 
imagined himself swimming tbe Helles¬ 
pont, tbe font of wblcb other |*oets 
bad written and wblcb tbe j»oet Byron 
was to accomplish later. Once, while 
tbe mind of Coleridge was thus far 
from tbe busy Strand, be atmentiy 
thrust his handa before him in tbe 
manner of one swimming. Suddenly 
one band came In contact with a gen¬ 
tleman s pocket. 

The gentleman, thinking to capture 
a thief, seised tbe band and exclaimed; 
"What! So young and so wicked!" 
He accused tbe poor, poetic boy of an 
attempt at pocket picking. 

Wltb some fright and a few tear* tbe 
boy explained, and we can Imagine 
that words did not fall him wbo was 
to become the moat brilliant talker of 
bla age Tbe gentleman waa delighted 
with Coleridge’s Imagination, wblch 
could turn {he Strand Into tbe Helles¬ 
pont. Tbe Intelligence of tbe young 
l>eandcr made the stranger Inquire In¬ 
to Coleridge's tastes, nnd wbea be 
found the !«oy liked books he opened 
for blm a sulmrrlpflon at tbe circulat¬ 
ing library In Chcnpihle.
